“There is no doubt that we have 
deen decisively defeated,” declared Sir 
Wiifred Laurier early in the evening 
at Quebec to a group of friends who 
had gathered with him to hear the re- 
urns. “I glady lay down the premier- 
ship, a burden which I have carried for 
ifteen years. We believed that in 
making ‘the rectprocity arrangement 
we had done something which would 
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be greatly to the benefit of the pepple 
of Canada. The electors have decldved 
otherwise, and I bow to their decision. 
I regret that v2 have been unable to 
carry reciprocity, which I still believe 
would have promoted the material ad- 
vancement of Canada and would have 
promoted the growing friendship be- 
tween the United States and Great | 
Britain. However, the country has 
spoken. We must bow to the inevi- 
table, and I cheerfully do so.” 
Landslide Not Expected, 

The landslide was not expected by 
either side. The liberals were confi- 
dent that they would be returned with 
increased majority, for they believed 
reciprocity could be acceptable to the 
Canadian electors. While the conserv- 
atives claimed they would have a ma- 
jority, they did not expect it would be 
80 large. They feared reciprocity 
would prove popular with the farmers 
of Ontario and the farmers and fisher- 
men of the maritime provinces. How- 
ever, in Ontario, and especially the 
agricultural vote, went almost solidly 
against reciprocity, and in the mari- 
time provinces it did not prove to be 
the popular issue expected. 

The farmers and fishermen of the 
east do hot appear to have placed the 
high value upon the American market 
which was expected. While Sir Wil- 
fred Laurier, the prime minister, was 
safe in two counties, the conserva- 
tives made a great harvest of minis- 
terial heads; 15 members of the Lau- 
rier cabinet sought re-election, and 
seven of them were defeated. Minis; 
ter of Finance Fielding and Minister 
of Customs Peterson, who made the 
reciprocity bargain with the United 
States, failed to win their election; 
Sir Frederick Borden, minister of mi- 
litia; Mackenzie King, minister of la- 
bor; Sydney Fisher, minister of agri- 
culture; George P. Graham, minister 
of railways, and William Templeman, 
minister of inland revenue, also went 
down to defeat. The, province of 
Quebec rejected one minister, British 
Columbia one, Nova Scotia two and 
Ontario three. 

Few Ministers Survive. 

The ministers who survive the land- 
slide are William Pugsley, of New 
Brunswick, minister of public works; 
Charles Murphy, of Ontario, secretary 
of state; Frank Oliver, of Alberta, 


+ minister of the interior; Premier Lau- 


rier, Rudolph Lemieux, minister of ma- 
rine and fisheries, and Dr. H. S8. Be- 
land, postmaster general in the pro- 
vince of Quebec. A. B. Aylesworth, 
minister of justice, did not seek re- 
election, as he had decided to retire 
from public life, and Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, minister of trade and com- 
merce, who is a member of the senate, 
was not required to go before the 
electors. 

Jacques Bureaou, solicitor general, 
regarded as a semi- member of the ad- 
ministration, also was defeated. 

Popular Majority Overwhelming. 

Although the majority of seats won 
by the conservatives is over half a 
hundred, the popular majority against 
the government and reciprocity is even 


more overwhelming. 


The election results indicate that the 
Canadian electors were moved by sen- 
timent more than by material consid- 
eration. Liberal speakers and the 
government party press, in appealing 
for the support of the government and 
reciprocity, did so chiefly on economic 
grounds, maintaining that it would 
promote the prosperity cf Canada and 
would never lead to annexation with 
the United States or to any change in 
the political status of the Dominion. 
The conservatives, on the other hand, 
while arguing against the economic 
advantages of reciprocity, dealt with 
more emphasis upon sentimental con- 
sideration, insisting that the eventual 
result of reciprocity would lead Can- 
ada from Great Britaln and to the 
United States. 

The people responded -to that ap- 
peel, Ontario, the largest province of 
all in the most whole-hearted way, 
end the other provinces, with thꝛex- 
ception of Quebec, Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan, hardiy less so. Even the 
Trairie west, which was supposed to 
derire reciprocity above all other 
things, and where American settlers 
hate gone in large numbers, did not 
go unanimously for the government. 

French Group Loses Influence. 

It has been an axtom in Canadian 
politics that no party could succeed 
without a majority in the province of 
Quebec, Dut the results of today’s 
voting have destroyed this theory, 20 
the government, though defeated, re- 
tained a majority in Quebec.

Washington, September 21.— The 
question tonight which is agitating

Official Washington closely follow- 
ed the returns from Canada tonight, 
but remained silent regarding the out- 
come. Acting Secretary Huntington 
Wilson, of the state department, de- 
clined to make any statement and 
there was no other high official here 
in a position to discuss the situation. 
The unofficial View was that as.Cana- 
da had rejected the agreement, there 
was nothing for the administration to 
do but “make the best of the matter.” 
Bearing on Taft’s Campaign. 
That the rejection of the Canadian 
agreement will have a strong bearing 
upon the campaign of President Taft 
is not doubted. Some of the old guard 
republicans who supported the agreée- 
ment “against their better judgment” 
are saying its defeat will strengthen 
the Taft administration by removing 
the only issue on which there was any 
disagreement with the president.

In Negotiating the. Reciprocity 
Pact With Canada, 
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The President Says the Cards 
Were All on the Table--He 
Hopes Eventually for Abso- 
lute Free Trade With the 
Dominion. . 


Kalamazoo, Mich. September 21.— 
President Taft brought to a close his 
four-day swing through Michigan here 
tonight and headed for the west. His 
last day in Michigan found the presi- 
dent speaking and visiting in Grand 
Rapids, Battle Creek and Kalamazoo.

Taft Talks og Reciprocity. 

The president's speech at Battle Creek 
was the first he has made on reci- 
procity since the Canadian parliament 
was proregued several months ago.

IN AN AEROPLANE 


Danish Birdman Announces tie

New York, September 21.—The con- 
quest of the Atlantic, the most ambi- 
tlous exploit yet undertaken by an 
aviator, is contemplated by a Danish 
airman, who describes his plans in a 
letter to be published tomorrow in The 
Nord Lyset, a Danish newspaper of 
Brooklyn. This aviator writes that 
he has enlisted the necessary financial 
aid and made arrangements to fly next 
spring from Copenhagen to New York, 
resting Only at London and Queens- 
town, and upon ships stationed at in- 
tervals across the North Sea and the 
Atlantic ocean. 

At the aviator’s request his name is 
withheld from publication at this time.

The most compact arguments that could be advanced against a 
general parcels post are epitomized elsewhere in an editorial from 
The Montgomery Advertiser. To the end of informing its readers, 
and in a spirit of fair play, The Constitution reproduces it. We also 
reproduce from “The Fourth Estate” an argument for a general par- 
cels post, as against the restricted system suggested by the post- 
master general. Conclusiveness and logic attach to the showing 


made by “The Fourth Estate.” 
One of the main objections raised to a general parcels post— 


that it will injure the small country merchant—rises in a pronounced 


fallacy. It is an unshakable principle of economics that every in- 
fluence enhancing a community’s wealth and development, commen- 
surately enhances the welfare of each element in that community. 
A parcels post, for which the American farmer, without a reserva- 
tion, has been clamoring, will inestimably further his opportunities 
for prosperity and the prosperity of the territory contiguous. 

This condition must also benefit the small merchant. It can 
have no other outcome. Making the country a better place to live 
in, providing the country with more facilities, it will multiply the 
patrons of the small merchant. The fear of losing business, which 
the latter is harboring, is a bogie, a superstition undiluted. The one 
way in which it can injure him is for him to fail to take advantage, 
like the farmer, of the parcels post.

(From The Montgomery Advertiser.) 

The parcels post measure will more 
than likely come before the next con- 
gress for settlement. Unfortunately, 
there seems a pretty strong sentiment 
for it. The honest qgntiment behind 
the measure has been created by the 
deceptive thods of those who will be 
financially benefited by its adoption. 
The charges against this measure 
| will bear repetition every day in the 
year, 

It means that the money mains be- 
tween the rural sections of Alabama 
and other states, and New York, Chica- 
go and other mail order centers will 
have te be enlarged in order to accom- 
modate the funds that will be fed 
through like cotton flying through the 
suction pipe of a gin.

It means that one of the best classes 
of citizens in the country—the travel- 
ing salesman—will be less prosperous 
and in many cases he will have to seek 
other employment.

out of business. Yet today the postoffice department, even though 
shamefully mismanaged, is about the most important branch of the 
federal government. The same timid spirit of resistance of progress 
manifested itself against the establishment of postal savings banks.

They can af- 
ford to sell them cheaper because they 
use a shoddy class of goods. As 4a gen- 
eral rule the class of goods they sell 
will not bear close inspection. But the 
consumer is deceived into buying just 
the same. 

When the draining process gets into 
full swing and the cash basket system 
gets limbered up, the money will fly 
from Alabama to Chicago, skipping by 
the home merchant and the wayside 
merchant, and the goods will come 
back the same way. : 

This would take millions of dollars 
from Atlanta that should remain here, 
and will concentrate it into distant cit- 
ies, where it can do Alabama little good. 
It will make idlers of the traveling 
salesmen and book agents out of the 
middle mar, who, with the consumers, 
are unquestionably the bone and sinew

In his statement Mr. Cowles, who 
has been fighting for a general parcels 
post for many years, shows how it 
has been made to pay in foreign coun- 
tries: He says: 

“Apropos of Postmaster’ General 
Hitehcock’s wedge proposition for the 
inauguration of a parcels post in this 
country, I would say that the United 
States postoffice has always been a 
parcels post service, the only limita- 
tion to its business in early days be- 
ing due to the fact that the handling 
of merchandise was confined to sealed 
Parcels limited to three pounds in 
rates at 24 cents an ounce, distances 
up to 30 miles, higher rates for great- 
er distances. 

“Of course, nothing but articles of 

high value could bear such a tax, but 
the record of the dead letter office 
prove that even under such adverse 
conditions the postoffice handled no 
small amount of jewelry, silks, laces 
and other articles that could bear the 
high rates and not be rtined by the 
poor service of the period. 
For many years following 1907 I 
urged congress to secure the passage 
of the parcels post wedge proposition 
repeatedly recommended by postmas- 
ters general preceding Mr. Hitchcock 
for the consolidation of third and 
fourth-class mail matter at the old 
third-class 8-cent rate of 1874, but was 
always met with the reply that even 
such an improvement of our parcels 
post would necessarily imply the quick 
establishment of a freight and passen- 
ger post, and that it therefore could 
not be considered. 

“Imagine, then, my delight when, in 
the spring of 1909, Postmaster Genera] 
Hitchcock, acting under the power given 
him by congress, arranged a series of 
parcels post conventions with Austria, 
under which he 
agreed to deliver r of their mer- 
chandise up to 11 pounds in weight 
anywhere in this country at a cost to 
the sender of less than 8 cents a 
pound. 

“This parcels post experiment has 
proved a tremendous success, and, to- 
day, merchandise parcels are being 
shipped from those countries to the 
United States in carefully packed bas- 
kets, two by two by two and one- 
half feet in dimensions, and are car- 
ried from our Atlantic ports to the 
postoffices of the addresses even on 
our most out-of-the-way rural routes, 
with no surtax except, possibly, the 5- 
cent surtax charged for the passing of 
parcels through the custom house. 


Wants Facilities Allowed Foreigners. 


“This experiment we suggest to the 
postmaster general is quite sufficient 
to prove the possibilities of a similar 
domestic service, and I would say to 
the postmaster general, from the testi- 
mony which has come forward, that I 
nine-tenths of the 
voters of the United States will de- 
mand the establishment of a general 
parcels post in this country this com- 
ing winter, quite ag extended and as 
cheap as that which Mr. Hitcheock | 
has provided for the foreigner, and 
the new service will also provide for 
the insurance of all mail matter. 

“And, with the general service ar- 
rangements, will also be made, not for 
experimental service on a few rural 
routes, but for a general service on 
all rural routes in parcels up to a 
pound, not OVer a cent, larger parcels 
up to 11 pounds, 5 cents; larger parcels 
up to 26 pounds, 10 cents, as provided 
by the bill introduced by Congress 
man William Sulzer. 

“We hope that the postmaster gen- 
eral will see fit to support this propo- 
sition, but, with or without his sup- 
pert. this bill, or a more radical bill, 
s certain to be passed before the close 
of the next session of congress.

Gigantic Task.

Jeratlons of the corporation since its 


inception, a decade ago, the work of 
disintegrating and reorganizing, the 
largest industrial combination ever 
organized reprsents a task of gigantic 
proportions. Many of the subsidiarie: 
which helped to make up the corpora- 
tion have lost practically all sem- 
blance of their original selves and in 
the opini6n of dispassionate observers 
it would be well nigh impossible to 
restore original equities. 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that a large part of the $500,000,0000 
common stock originally represented, 
little more than bonuses or water. On 
the other hand, it has been admitted 
by government investigators that 
much of this inflated value has been 
replaced in recent years by moneys 
taken out of earnings. In fact, the 
report of the department of commerce 
and labor has practically fixed upon a 
value of $50 for the common shares, 
because of the millions put into new 
construction, betterment, deprecia- 
tion, etc. 

Legal Obstacles Before Trust. 

Quite apart from the legal obstruc- 
tions which are said to beset the path 
of the corporation, it is evident that 
trade conditions are distinctly ad- 
verse. For the last three months such 
new business as the company has re- 
ceived has been at marked price con- 
cessions. This, of course, is equa'ly 
true of the many independent com- 
panies, but the latter have had à dis- 
tinct advantage in that their wage 
schedules were generally lower than 
those of the big corporation. Intima- 
tions put out from various quarters 
during the week point clearly to a 
“liquidation of labor’ in steel and iron 
beginning perhaps with the steel cor- 
poration. Officials of the latter com- 
pany have issued no figures dealing 
with the extent of operations at the 
more important plants, but advices 
from Pittsburg, Chicago and Cleveland 
indicate business at those centers is 
smaller at this time than at any pe- 
tiod since the first quarter of the year. 

Raid on Steel Stock. 

The common and preferred shares of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
were subjected to a severe attack in 
today’s stock market by reason of the 
various rumors affecting the corpora- 
tion. One sales approximating 575,- 
000 shares, or almost 50 per cent of 
the day's total transactions, the com- 
mon stock registered a net loss of 
more than 5 points, while the preferred 
shares, with sales exceeding 50,000, de- 
clined almost as much, In both in- 
stances new low records for the year 
and even a longer period were estab- 
lished.

Of Mrs. Mort Childers,

Preliminary Hearing of Hus:

i Motive Is Lacking. 

Absence of a motive of any kind fot 
the killing of Mrs. Childers by eithes 
her husband or Robert S. Kennedy, the 
two men charged with the crime, has 
been a serious factor in delaying the 
investigation of the womanh’s death. 

The next step to be taken by the 
prosecution in the case will be the 
preliminary hearing of Mort Childers, 
which was postponed today until Mon- 
day, September 25. 

While the husband is confined in fall 
On suspicion of being connected with 
his wife's death, no reason for his al- 
leged desire to get rid of her has been 
advanced. On the other hand, Ken- 
nedy is said by many to have been a 
former sweetheart of the woman and 
jealousy of the husband 1s hinted as 
a possible cause for him to want her 
out of the way. 

The theory of suicide, as well as that 
of accidental use, of the strychnine, 
also have been spoken of by attorneys 
interested in the case, but each theory 
has in turn been discarded as not being 
borne out by the known facts in con- 
nection with Mrs. Childers’ death. 

Another story being discussed in con- 
nection with the crime is to the effect 
that if young Kennedy should be 
proved to have had any connection 
with it, he was merely the toot of 
other parties. 

It is charged that a near relative of 
Kennedy had been operating a blind 
tiger for some time, and that on one 
occasion Mrs, Childers is alleged ta 
have seen this alleged tiger sell 
whisky to a man, and called his at- 
temtion to the fact. It is also asseretd 
that when Childers was connected with 
his wife’s death close friends of the 
Kennedys were the first to cry “Lynch 
him.” ) 

Chemist's Report Not Dtselosed. 

So far, the chemist's analysts of the 
contents of the bottle of medicine in 
which the strychnine was placed and 
a portion of the dead woman’s stomach 
have not been presented in court. It 
is admitted by all concerned that 
strychnine caused the woman's death, 
but where it was obtained and the 
quantity placed in the medicine have 
not been made public. Some of these 
facts, it fs stated tonight, will be 
brought out at Childers’ hearing next 
Monday. 

Usually in a crime of this kind the 
first step is to look for the motive. 
Friends and neighbors of the Childers 
declare they were a happily wedded 
couple, and that for some years Mort 
Childers has had no other close woman 
friends. Mrs. Childers was of a sunny, 
cheerful disposition, and her dévotion 
to her husband was the talk of her 
friends.

_Commends 


Would Do for That Section. 


Rev. A. C. Shuler, formerly pastor of 
the Western Heights Baptist church, 
Atianta, recently of Newberne, N. C., 
and now on his way to Boston, Ga., to 
take charge of the First Baptist 
church there, stopped at The Constitu- 
tion office yesterday to commend a 
recent editorial in this paper urging 
more interest in the building of good 
roads in the mountain counties of 
north Georgia. 

Rev. Mr. Shuler is a native of Union 
county, where his parents still live at 
Chestee, and he is deeply interested 
in the development of that section, 

In this connection he suggested that 
a general meeting should be held of 
representatives from Lampkin, Union, 
Fannin, Towns, Rabun, White and 
Cherokee counties to take up the 
problem of road-building through that 
section, which, he is confident, would 
open those counties up to a splendid 
development. 

Thinks They Are Interested. 

1 am satisfied the people of those 
counties are deeply interested in the 
building of good roads, and want them 
very much,” Mr. Shuler said; “and I 
believe if they received the proper en- 
couragement in this direction and in 
the matter of raising the funds, they 
would take hold of the work in earn- 
est and accomplish splendig results. 

“These counties are poor only because 
they have not been developed. Yet 


there are many citizens in them now 


who would gladly contribute to the 
extent of their means toward the con- 
struction of good roads through this 


. 
Without railroads, they are prac- 
tically shut off from the world, and 
their present means of communication 
are only very bad—bad and indifferent 
mountain roads. 

The Constitution is the first paper 
to offer any suggestion for the open- 
ing up of that country through the 
construction of good roads, and I be- 
Neve that these people will respond to 
a good roads proposition, if they can 
be brought together. 

Suggests a Meeting. 

“I think a general meeting of repre- 
sentatives from the various mountain 
counties, including Union, Fannin, 
Towns, White, Lumpkin, Dawson and 
others Should be called at some cen- 
tral point, and plans devised for the 
construction of roads which will open 
up this fine section of the state to the 
outside world. 

“So far as I know, not one of these 
counties is now using its convicts 
from the state in the work of high- 
way construction, because the number 
allotted each is so few, and the ex- 
pense of working them so great. , 

“But if all of these counties would 
get together and pool thelr convict 
forces, subscribing to a general fund to 
be expended for road development 
along well-planned lines, the results 
would he far beyond any anticipation. 
They could build roads from county 
seat to county seat, thus forming con- 
nection between all the mountain 
counties as well as with the counties 
to the south which have good roads. 

Results Would Be Marvelous, 

“The result of such a development 
as this would be nothing short of 
marvelous. It would open up that seo 
tion of the state as nothing eise could 
do. It ‘would attract automobile and 
tourist travel, and the development of 
the large natural resources of the 
mountain counties would necessarily 
follow. They would take their stand 
in a short time among the richest 
counties in the state. 

“Somebody has called the mountain 
section of the state ‘Georgia’s play- 
ground.’ The title fits. It is one of the 
most charming sections I know of, and 
the only trouble is that people have 
not found it out. They are not going | 
to find it out until they have a means 
of getting there; but when these roads 
are once built they will go, and go 
again, 

“I am so enthusiastic on the subject, 
I could talk all day about it. But I 
want to see something done. The Con- 
stitution dealt handsomely with the 
situation in its recent editorial, and I 
hope you will keep it up until the peo- 
ple of north Georgia are thoroughly 
aroused to the value and importance of 
road-building, and get to work on it.”

SMITH URGES FARMERS 
TO HOLD THEIR COTTON 


Governor Believes That Pre- 
dictions of Bumper Crops 
Are in Error. 


In a statement, issued yesterday, 
Goveronr Smith urges the farmers of 
the south to hold their cotton tor the 
best possible price and not to Bac- 
rifice it by dumping it all on the pacha 
ket early in the season. 

The governor yésterday gave a check 
for $100 to John T. McDaniel, secre: | 
tary of the Georgia Farmers’ Union, 
to aid the union in its campaign of 
education, in which several speakers 
will be maintained to tell the farmers 
of the advantages to be derived from 
holding their cotton off the market. 

Governor Smith, in his statement, 
took the position that the idea of a 
“bumper crop” had been based upon 
conditions as they existed sixty days 
ago when it looked as if the cotton 
crop would be the biggest the south 
has ever had. He has no doubt, he 
said, that since that time the cotton 
has fallen off 25 per cent, and that the 
present price of cotton has been fixed 
on the idea that the amount raised ‘will 
be from 20 to 30 per cent above the 
actual’ crop. ö 

With the idea in mind that the pres- 
ent crop is not to be a “bumper crop,” 
regardless of Livenpool predictions, the 
governor takes the position, and 80 
states it in his interview, that it will 
be to the best interests not only of 
cotton growers, but to all citizens of 
the southern section that the farmers 
not sacrifice their cotton at a price 
fixed when it appeared that a heavy 
crop was pending and before actual 
conditions became known.

guest of the Appalachian exposition 
today, and the welcome he was given 
by the assembled thousands there 
showed that he is held in high esteem 
by the people of the Appalachian re- 
gion. Introduced by United States 
Senator Robert L. Taylor as “the next 
nomineee of the democratic party for 
the presidency and the next president,” 
Speaker Clark spoke for more than 
one hour, his remarks being general 
in nature. He referred to the early 
history of this section, saying that he 
had always had a warm place in his 
heart for Tennessee, for it was from 
this state that the largest number of 
early pioneers of Missouri came. He 
discussed the richness of the Appal- 
achians and then spoke of the general 
progress of the nation. At the same 
rate of increase as at present, he pre- 
dicted that this nation, in the year 
2000, would number 2,000,000,000 of 
people, and its total wealth would be 
three trillions of dollars. He spoke 
in favor of a universal peace doctrine, 
but denounced the imperialistic policy 
of holding the Philippines., saying that 
he hoped the Filipinos would never be 
considered American citizens. He be- 
Mieved, he said, in maintaining the 
Monroe doctrine at all times. 
Decries Corruption in Politics, 

Discussing present day corruption in 
politics, he expressed the hope that it 
would soon disappear forever, for it 
was his belief that every tendency now 
was toward purification. 

During a reception tendered the 
speaker tonight in the exposition pa- 
vilion by organized democracy, Speaker 
Clark made a brief address, outlining 
the work of the past congress and 
predicting as to the future. 

He stated his belief that the demo- 
crats were never closer to one another 
while the republican mouse is divided 
unto itself, and shows signs of disin- 
tegration. Though declining to refer 
in any way to his own chances of 
nomination as his partys standard 
bearer, he freely predicted that demo- 
cratic succesg in 1912 was already as- 
sured. 

Just before leaving ata late hour for 
Nashville, where he will deliver ap 
address at the state fair tomorrow, 
Speaker Clark was shown the early 
Associated Press bulletins from the 
Canadian elections indicating the de- 
feat? ithe reciprocity idea, and asked 
for his opinion. The speaker replied 
that he had been in politics too long 
to raise his hopes too high on early 
returns from any election.

FATHER SHERMAN 
SENT TO ASYLUM 


Son of General Who Marched 
| Through Georgia Tried to 
Commit Suicide. 


San Jose, Cal., September 21.—Rev. 
Father Thomas E. Sherman, son of 
William Tecumseh Sherman, who led 
the march from Atlanta to the sea dur- 
ing the civil war, is an inmate of the 
State hospital for the insane at Agnew, 
following an attempt at suicide yester- 
day at the Jesuit Novitiate at Los 
Gatos. 

Father Sherman, accounted one of 
the most brilliant orators in the Jesuit 
Order, came here from Chicago a few 
months ago in an endeavor to regain 
his health, his nervous system having 
suffered a severe breakdown. 

Lately he has been resting at Los 
Gatos, but his condition grew worse. 
Yesterday he procured a revolver and 
theatened to kill himself. He was 
brought to this city. He described his 
condition rationally to the examining 
physicians. He agreed that he would 
be more likely to regain his health 
under special treatment at the asylum, 
and was committed to that institution, 

Sketch of Father Sherman, 

Father Sherman was a former Chica- 
goan, but was known throughout the 
country as a lecturer on economic and 
religious subjects. He was born in 
San Francisco,. October 12, 1856, and 
was educated in the St. Louis univer- 
sity and Georgetown university. He 
was ordained a Roman Catholic priest 
in Detroit in 1889, 

He served during the Spanish-Amer- 
yican war as chaplain of the Fourth 
regiment of Missouri volunteers. Later 
he was detached and served as post 
chaplain at San Juan. 

Several years ago he stirred up a 
storm of protest, in the south when he 
Planned to lead an army of United 
States troops through the southern 
States, following the route his father 
took on his famous march to the sea. 
Agitation arose in the press and pulpit, 
and Father Sherman finally abandoned 
the plan.

COFFEE AND SUGAR 
1 PASS OUT OF SIGHT 
New High Records Are Estab- 


lished—Coffee Is. Above 
12-Cent Mark. 


New York, September 21.—New high 
records were again established in the 
coffee market today, and for the first 
time in sixteen years the entire list 
sold above the 12-cent mark. The ad- 
vance was accompanied by active buy- 
ing, and was based on the strength in 
Europe and Brazil, as well as the fact 
that stocks here are small and con- 
trolled by a few interests. Quotations 
Brazil on spot coffee for future ship- 
ments showed .prices to be far above 
a parity with the local market. 

Pound for pound, coffee is now sell- 
ing considerably above cotton. The 
advance, which represents a gain of 
more than 2% cents from the low price 
of the season, has been based on un- 
usually small stocks in the visible 
supply, as well as recent reports indi- 
cating a smaller crop than expected, 
and the claim that unfavorable climatic 
conditions have interfered with the 
flowering of the next crop. 

‘Another perpendicular advance of 17 
points occurred in the price of raw 
sugar today, making Cuba centrifugal 
96-test 5.92 cents, which is the highest 
figure in many years. A sale of 20,000 
bags was made on that. basis, and 
more was wanted; but spot supplies 
are very light, although there is less 
anxiety regarding later shipments. 

No further change was made in re- 
fined sugar, but an advance is expected 
to follow this sharp rise in the raw 
article. At present 6.75 cents is the 
lowest price being quoted for granu- 
lated sugar; some refiners are prac- 
tically out of the market, and others 
are asking as high as 7.50 for prompt 
shipment. ;

Franchise Remains With Rail- 
way and Electric Company 


Three Bidders Sought to Pur- 
chase Crackers, But After a 
Long Parley Arkwright De- 
cides to Hold Another Season. 
Reorganization Is Probable.

The Atlanta Baseball Association's 
franchise has NOT been sold, and will 
NOT be sold. 

The present owner, the .Georgia 
‘Railway and Electric Company, has 
decided to keep the franchise, and run 
the basebal! club again during 1912. 

The franchise was never really on 
the market, according to Preston Ark- 
wright, principal stockholder of the 
club. Although we were always will- 
ing to sell even from the first day we 
purchased it,“ said Mr. Arkwright, we 
never placed the franchise on the mar- 
ket for sale. Several interests have 
from time to time expressed a willing- 
ness to purchase it, but we never 
have really placed it on the market 
for sale, nor have we solicited bid- 


ders.” 

Three different parties are known to 
have made bids for the franchise. One 
was William O. Mashburn, acting for 
some Philadelphia capitalists; the sec- 
ond was W. R. Joyner and his asso- 
.ciates, and the third Frank Bell, 
Charley Jones and William Fain. 

One of these, presumably the last 
named, held a conference with Mr. 
Arkwright Thursday morning, deyelop- 
ments thereafter being that the pres- 
ent owners decided not to accept their 
offer, but to close for once and for 
all any talk of sale and to conduct the 
club themselves again in 1912. 

The party that Mr. Mashburn repre- 
sented had practically closed for the 
club, Mr. Mashburn making that an- 
nouncement Wednesday night, and at 
the time of the conference it was con- 
fidently expected that the deal would 
be finally closed. What made Mr. 
Arkwright change his ming as the re- 
sult of the conference is not known 
and probably never will be. 

Reorganization Is Probable. 

When asked if the retention of the 
franchise meant that they would reor- 
ganize the present company with new 
officers all around, Mr. Arkwright de- 
clined to say. “I do not feel at liberty 
to make any statement at this time,” 
said he. “I do not think it advisable 
to do so, immediately following our 
decision to retain the franchise.” 

However, it can be considered au- 
thentic, that there will be a complete 
reorganization of the directors and 
officers of the company, all details of 
which will be anneunced shortly. 

Regarding the manager for 1912, it 
is practically an assured fact that 
Otto Jordan will have charge of the 
team again, With free rein, complete 
power over his players to buy, sell, 
draft, suspend, reinstate and conduct 
everything connected with the club. 

Given free rein in ths managerial 
end of the game, Jordan, it is believed, 
will be able to turn out a winner in 
1912. The past season taught him 
some lessons that he will profit by in 
1912. A player of no mean ability him- 
self, with an insight into all the 
workings of inside ball, Jordan showwid 
prove one of the banner managers of 
the cirquit in 1912. 

Luck Against Jordan. 

No manager could, under the condi- 
tions as existed in the Atlanta club 
during 1911, turn out a winning ball 
club. The number of injuries, many 
changes made necessary by such in- 
juries and sickness rendered the team 
hors de combat during the entire sea- 
son. Until the luck really broke in 
bunches against him, Jordan was keep- 
ing his team right in the fight. 

As to who will be manager in 1912 
will no doubt be made public very 
shortly, as it will be up to the new 
manager to hustle for players for the 

1912 season and start hustling at once. 

In this connection it might be well 
‘to predict that the Atlanta team of 
1912 will not be chocked up with a 
lot of inexperienced players, but men 
who will be able to give assurance of 
making good before they are even 
signed up.

B. P. Rocks. 

The weight of the Plymouth Rock 
cock should be 9% pounds and the 
cockerel 8 pounds. The color of the 
body should be grayish white, with 
blue bars across each feather, which 
should be even on all parts of the 
plumage. The body should be broad on 
back, with deep prominent breast, and 
the general appearance compact, abun- 
dant hackle on the neck, moderately 
full fluff, bright red, medium sized 
earlobes. The beak and eyes should 
pe yellow and the eye bay (red). The 
tall should not be flowing like the Leg- 
horn, but composed of short feathers 
nicely curved over. The shanks should 
be clear of feathers, while the thighs 
should be well covered with fluff. The 
weight of the hen is 7% pounds and the 
pullet 6% pounds. Both.the cock and 
the hen should have medium sized, 
single combs which should be straight 
with regular serrations. Now mark 
this: The hen resembles the cock in 
color, or rather should do so in the 


show room, but for breeding purposes 


the cock should be either lighter or 
darker depending on the pen mating 
—whether fer. cockerels or pullets— 
more of the latter. The legs of the 
hen should be yellow, though a few 
dark blue or black spots do not dis- 
qualify. The fading of her legs with 
age is allowed. 

Feathered legs are not tolerated on 
Plymouth Rocks, and as the earlobs 
must be red they should not have any 
white on them. A falling or crocked 
comb is an abomination, and so is a 
side sprig—extraneons, well-defined 
growth on the side of the comb. The 
plumage should be even, free from 
splashes, black and white. Brass on 
the head and sadale of the cock is 
not allowed, but it usually crops out 
the second year, and the same may be 
said of white feathers in the tail. When 
the chicks are first hatched the are 
black with white on the under parts. 
the head being ornamented with a 
white spot, 

For most purposes, no doubt the 
Plymouth Rock answers well, but to 
breed them for the show room is a 
very different thing from breeding 
them for the farm. The prize winners 
at shows cannot be depended upon 
for breeding other prize winners, for 
it the requirements of the standard are 
complied with, such is an impossibility. 
Everyone who has seen Plymouth 
Rocks knows that the cocks are much 
lighter in color than the hens, but for 
the show room they must match or be 
disqualified. In order to match them 
breeders must breed their pullets light 
and cockerels dark, thus reversing the 
rule; but in order to get the pulletd it 
iz often the case that the hens do not 
possess the breed bars on the plum- 
age so ardently admired by many, for 
the lighter the plumage the narrower 
the bars. The cockerels must be bred as 
dark as possible, which brings out, on 
a majority of them, that peculiar, dus- 
ky. dirty appearance of the black so 
different from the lighter ones used for 
breeding. If the standard requires 
that the birds must match in the show 
room, it is evident that the cocks who 
receive the highest scores are neces- 
sarily always dark, or they would be 
disqualified. 

It is known to breeders that dark 
cockerels are not teliable for breed- 
ing offspring true to color. The pul- 
lets will sometimes come black and

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there will be no uniformity. This ne- 


cessitates the establishment of two 
separate yards, premium fowls are 
desired, but the difficulty in the way 
is that a majority of those who purchase 
eggs labor under the delusion that 
premium fowls are breeding fowls and 
should they procure eggs with the ex- 
pectation of securing first-class chicks 
they may be disappointed und heap 
showers of imprecations upon the head 
of him who supplied them with the 
eggs. It is imperative, then, that those 
who buy Rock eggs for hatching 
should state in their order whether 
they want cockerel or pullet mating, 
for all breeders, or a majority of them, 
use this double mating system. Show 
birds rarely produce show birds of 
this breed. The standard, therefore, 


eompells the breeder to deceive. It re- 


‘quires that fowls must match in the 
show room, in order to be exhibited, 
and confines premiums to the fowls 
that match only, but it offers no in- 
ducement to the breeder who really 
watches his fowls for the object of 
breeding according to other require- 
ments.

Foreign Banks Raise Rate Week 
Earlier Than Last Year. 


London, September 21.—The Bank of 
England raised its discount rate from 
3 to 4 per cent today, a week earlier 
than last year, in order to protect its 
reserve against possible unexpected 
demands before the usual autumn gold 
shipments are thoroughly under way. 
Curiously, money remains remarkably 
cheap and plentiful and the Bank of 
England's stock of coin and bull'on 
stands near $215,000,000, but a meas- 
ure of protection is considered neces- 
sary, in view of the continental politi- 
cal gituyation and the advanced bank 
rates at Berlin, Belgium, Sweden and 
Denmark with early rises possible at 
Vienna and Paris. The fact of oLndon 
discount dealers hawng forced the pri- 
vate rates over the bank’s minimum 
of 3 per cent, causing an inundation 
of bills to the Bank of England, was 
another factor in the adoption of the 
higher minimum.

The 
meeting in the old city hall was pre- 
sideq over by Dr. George Tigner and 
the speakers were R. A., Broyles, Ed- 
gar Watkins, F. A. Quillian and J. D. 
Kilpatrick. 

Mr. Hopkins had intended speaking 
at the meeting at the old city hall, 
but was obliged to go home without 
making the address owing to sickness. 
He had been suffering froc cholera- 
morbus all days, and after speaking in 
the Grace church, where the heat was 
oppressive, he felt worse and was per- 
suaded by friends to go home just aft- 
er reaching the city hall. , 

At the suggestion of Edgar Watkins 
a poll was taken of the crowd gathered 
at the old city hall and 112 announced 
themselves in favor of the commission 
charter and only 3 against. 

Hopkins Comes Back Strong. 

There was no let-up nor sign, of 
weakening in Mr. Hopkins’ attack 
upon the men whom he alluded to as 
„pestiferous politicians” in his fourth 
ward: speech. He was greeted with 
cheers as he arose. 

In beginning his address he assured 
his audience that he was a candidate 
for no office, and there was none with- 
in the gift of the city of Atlanta that 
he would have; that he had absolutely, 
no interest in the question under dis- 
cussion except the public good. 

“IT have been denounceq seventeen 
different ways as a liar,” he said. “The 
only reason I was not denounced the 
eighteenth way was because they 
didn’t know it. Carlos says I am a 
liar. Well, I will answer Carlos and 
balance of these dirty 
little grafters when I finish my mis- 
sion, for I have a mission. But I will 
take care of them in time, 

“Thank Gog Atlanta has as fair, up- 
right, honest ang intelligent an elec- 
torate as exists in any city in the 
country, and when the people find 
they have made a mistake they will 
eorrect it. And I want to say solemn- 
Iy—and | ask vou to take me serious- 
ly, boys—-Atlanta has the cheapest lot 
of pestiferous politicians that eyer 
flooded a city. 

“Under this new charter, with its re- 
call, you can say to them ‘You must 
make good or we wil Iturn you out.’ 
They now hold the city in their grasp, 
and you have the first oppor tunity of- 
fered to you in years to make a clean 
Sweep and turn them all out. Come on. 
and elt's do it. Doesn't the city belong 
to you? Isn't it yours?” 

Charges Against Mason. 

The speaker then repeated the charge 
that Carlos Mason, chairman, of the 
sold furniture to oecu- 
pants of houses of ill-fame at exorbi- 
tant prices, with the tacit understand- 
ing that they would be protected from 
arrest, 

“Carlos says the patronage of the 
police department is too great for one 
man. The police department has con- 


| the fourth ward, who was against com-

Mr. Kilpatrick began his argument 
by assuming the position that taxpay- 
ers do not get value received under 
the present system of government. 
“Why do we hate to pay taxes?” he 
inquired. “It must be that we do not 
get value received for the taxes we 
pay. It must be traced to the fact 
that most governments are inefficient, 
and that we do not receive sufficient 
value for the amount of taxes which 
we pay for the maintenance of the 
government, I wish to assert now that 
we, the taxpayers of Atlanta, do not get 
value received for the amount of 
money we pay in taxes. 


now is double what it was when the 
present charter was adopted in 1874. 
Yet the city charges more for sewers 
than it did when the old charter was 
put into effect, and you get less for 
your money. The taxpayers pay more 
for sidewalks than you get in return 
for improvements. The waterworks is 
an exceedingly fine investment, and 
will more than pay the interest on the 
bonded indebtedness of the city. 

“We have the recorder’s court, and 
I would not say one word against it, 
but it ought to pay into the city 
treasury funds sufficient to cover the 
expenses of the police department. 

“The special taxes levied by the 
city—and the Lord knows they cover 
everything under the sun—ought to be 
sufficient to cover the expenses of the 
police department. 

“Then, I ask you, what do we do 
with the $1.25 ad valorem tax that we 
pay? 

“To be sure, we have some little po- 
lice protection. Heaven knows it is 
little enough in this ward. Then we 
have some fire protection. It isn't 
what it ought to be. And we have 
some schools. Then we get some water. 
But I ask you as citizens of Atlanta, 
do we get a just return for the amount 
of taxes we pay into the city treas- 
ury? 

“I saw tonight as I came out here 
holes and ruts on North Boulevard, one 
of the most prominent streets of the 
city. I also know that we do not get 
the proper sewer and water connec- 
tions that we should have. Then who 
is to blame? What is the reason? 

“The reason is that we do not get 
value received for our taxes and the 
reason we do not get it is because we 
have incompetent men in charge of the 
city’s affairs.“ 

Incompetency and Graft. 

Mr. Kilpatrick here drew a distinc- 
tion between incompetency and graft. 
He said he would not charge any city 
official with graft, because that was 
not pertinent to the point he was try- 
ing to make. What he wished 
drive home was the fact that in so far 
as the taxpayer is concerned there is 
little distinction between incempeten- 
cy and graft, because in the last analy- 
sis the f&xpayer fails to get his just 
returns in either case—the one is as 
bad as the other where the taxpayer 
is involved, 

“If you get competent men to look 
after the affairs of the city,” said he, 
“you will save from 25 to 30 per cent 
of your taxes.” 

Mr. Kilpatrick then dealt briefly 
with the statement that he switched 
from opposition to commission govern- 
ment to support of the new charter. 

“I opposed commission government,” 
Said he, “because it gave exclusive 
power to five men, I have always con- 
tended that the legislative and ad- 
ministrative functions should be sepa- 
rated. This proposed new charter ac- 
complishes that end. Under the new 
charter council will have as much au- 
thority as does your legislature. It 
will, in fact, be the legislature, and 
the five commissioners will execute its 
orders just as the governor is supposed 


trol over the near beer, saloons and 
the tenderloin. Its patronage amounts 
to $30,000 or $49,000 a year. A man 
might get rich over distributing that 
amount. Why, then, if Carlos felt that 
way, did he give a champagne supper:

The answer of the doctor was, abcord- 
ing to the speaker, ou fellows go to 
hell.“ 

The speaker repeated his charges 
against Councilman Aldine Chambers 
and James L. Key, Judge George Hill- 
yer, W. H. Terrell and other opponents 
of the new charter. 

“What I say is for the good of the 
city of Atlanta,” he continued. “I am 
honest in this, boys. When you know 
you have a crowd of pickyunish, pea- 
nut politicians, the best thing to do is 
to turn them out.” 

Says Charter Will Pass. 

Colonel E. E. Pomeroy presided over 
the meeting in the fourth ward, and 
Opened with a ‘short speech in the 
interest of the new charter. 

“I am more firmly convinced than 
ever before,” said Colonel Pomeroy, 
“that the new charter will pass. It will 
pass because the people have been 
awakened; they are asking what it 
means. They have come to realize that 
this fight means something to Atlanta, 
and, as a result of this awakening, 
they will find that the adoption of the 
new charter means the greatest steb 
forward that Atlanta has taken in 
many years. 

“The new charter is the outgrowth 
of a study of many years. The old 
charter was conceived way back in 
the seventies, when conditions were 
not as they are now. A system of gov- 
ernment that met conditions then is 
totally inadequate to meet conditions 
as they are now. 

“Many cities throughout the country 
are breaking away from the alder- 
manic system of government, and the 
voters are realizing that a $3,000,000 
corporation needs skillful and experi- 
enced hands at the helm, The op- 
ponents of the new charter ‘are ig- 
norant of its provisions; they have not 

tudied it in detail, and they do not} 

cnow what it means.” 
Kilpatrick Speaks for Charter, . 


to carry into effect the orders issued 
by the legislature. 

“It has been charged that under the 
new charter ‘combinations’ will be cre- 
ated. Suppose they are. Don’t we 
have them now? But under this new 
charter we will have the tremendous 
advantage of starting without anv 
combinations.

A Shot at Judge Konts. 

Mr. Kilpatrick then took a shot at 
Judge Kontz and his statement that 
the public schools are not provided 
for under the new charter. 

“Such a statement coming from a 
man of high intelligence like Judge 
Kontz fatigues my indignation,” said 
Mr. Kilpatrick. “He says no provision 
has been made for the schools. He 
says they are not taken care of under 
the new charter—that there is no one 
to represent them. 

“Now you can see the fallacy in the 
argument of Judge Kontz, and I like 
him. He must be woefully deceived. 

“As a matter of fact the mayor, who 
is one of the five commissioners, is 
made ex-officio member of the school 
board, and he has authority to repre- 
sent the schools in all matters in 
which the interests of the schools are 
involved. That is a provision made 
specifically in the new charter ang all 
arguments to the contrary are either 
made through ignorance 
willful misrepresentation.” 
Broyles’ Characteristic Talk. 

Robert A. Broyles, one of the best 
known grocers of the city and one of 
the leading adherents of the new char- 
evening in the interest of the new 
charter. 

Mr. Broyles made one of his charac- 
teristic speeches and aroused great en- 
thusiasm for the new charter. His 
speech was a fitting .climax to the ral- 
ly in the fourth ward. 

“IT have just moved into your ward 
and you may say that I have no right 
to dictate to you how you shall vote,“ 
said he. “Well, I am not dictating to 
you. I am merely stating facts. You 
can listen to my argument ang then 
take your choice.” , 

Whereupon Mr. Broyles lit into the 
defects of the old charter with a vim 
that would have silenced opposition on 
any stage. He attacked the proposi- 
tion of ‘board rule’ without represen- 
tation ana he asked his hearers if they 


. Cgtonel Pomeroy then introduced At- 


wished to continue under that regime. 
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by incompetent members,” saig Mr. 
Broyles. “Why do I say they are in- 
competent? Because I would be in- 
competent if I were there. They are 
incompetent because they are inexperi- 
enced and because they are not paid to 
represent the interests of the city. 

“I take this position: If the thirty 
men now representing us in council 
are capable and competent I could cut} 
them into six boards of five men each 
and run six cities better than this 
city is run. If they are totally incom- 
petent, then I had rather have five 
men to run the city’s business be- 
cause five men are less capable of do- 
ing so much harm.” 


Meeting at City Hall. 

The charter meeting at the old eity 
hall Thursday night was the occasion 
of the gathering of a goodly number, 
and the display of almost unbounded 
enthusiasm. Besides the charter en- 
thusiasts present were a number who 
stated that they came for enlighten- 
ment on the subject of what the char- 
ter really means, and many of these 
Wes afterwards heard to express 
themselves as heartily favoring it. 

The inimitable Robert A. Broyles was 
the first speaker, and he made a char- 
acteristic talk. He ripped: the present 
charter up the back and down the 
front. He showed in striking terms 
where its weaknesses lie, and how 
these defects have been avoided in the 
new charter. 

The city is now in absolute. control 
of thirty incompetent men, he said, 
men ho are uttérly incompetent be- 
cause they have neither the time nor 
the incentive to become proficient in 
the work they have been chosen to do. 
They must of necessity give a good 
portion of their time to their business 
affairs, he said, and as a consequence, 
the city’s interests suffer. It can 
never be otherwise under existing con- 
ditions, he pointed out. 

From start to finish Mr. Broyles’ sal- 
lies were wildly cheered, and it was 
only by pleading an. engagement to 
Speak elsewhere that he was enabled 
to get away. 

Edgar Watkins followed Mr> Broyles 
with a logical summing up of condi- 
tions as they exist today, and showing 
how these cannot ‘fail to. be greatly 
bettered under the new charter. He 
took up, one at a time, the arguments 
being advanced against its adoption, 
and showed by logical reasoning that 
none of these are valid. 

He showed the records of other cities 
some of them under straight commis- 
Sion government, have proven the wis- 
dom of the vast majority of the pro- 
visions incorporated in the new char- 
er, and that this was the case without 
a single exception with reference to 
those portions of the new charter over 
which most of the contention is now 
centering. He closed with a most able 
plea for the support of the new char- 
ter, predicting bigger and better and 
brighter things for the city under it 
than she has ever known. 

Fletcher A. Quillian, who followed 
Mr. Watkins, threw considerable light 
on how the city does business .under 
the present charter, pointing out in- 
stances of where both the mayor and 
council have been absolutely helpless 
to remedy existing evils because of 
the charter provisions. 

‘He dealt at length with the criticism 
of the charter because it provides for 
a board of education. He read extracts 
from the commission charters of a 
number of cities, showing that in each 
of these a board of education had been 
established eveh under commission 
rule. He showed that this is true in 
almost any city of importance in the 
country and cited the fact that the ar- 
rangement has always proven sat- 
isfactory. 


Quillian paid hig respects to Judge 
George Hillyer, calling attention to teh 
fact that the judge is now fighting the 
charter on the ground that it central- 


in 1909 he signed a committee report 
favoring a charter in which practically 
all administrative power was centered 
in the mayor. 

J. D. Kilpatrick, who was asked to 
reply to several questions asked by 
Marvin Thrower, the real estate man, 
who was among those stating they 
were open for conviction, made a talk 
which was one of the features of the 
foccasion. He answered the questions 
put in a most concise manner, and ap- 
parently to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. He showed that limiting 
city franchises to thirty years would 
not deter investors from coming to the 
city, gave it as his opinion that any 
man who should receive a majority of 
the votes cast in an election here could 
most certainly make bond for 25,000, 
and closed with a most convincing ar- 
gument in favor of the new charter as 
a whole.

Mr. Davis.considered many measures 
in the proposed charter as frauds. The 
council of ten was a fraud, he said, to 
“catch stragglers.” ~ The pension pro- 
vision was a fraud, he said, as was the 
recall, the latter coming under this 
head because seven of the council of 
ten must first ratify an election, a con- 
dition which he considered extreme- 
ly unlikely. 

The board of education, as provided 
for in the new charter, would also be 
a fraud, he said, because the board 
could not elect teachers until they had 
first been nominated by the superin- 
tendent of schools. 

The right given the administrative 
board to demand a bond from such es- 
tablishments.as require a license he 
considered an objectionable feature, 
as he thought it extremely probable 
that this right would be misused to 
further the personal political ambitions 
of the members of the board. 

Claud Ashley attacked the new char- 
ter, contending that it would restrict 
the vote of the working man and put 
more power into the hands of the “silk- 
stocking brigade.”
